On e p ro min en t merchan t said to day 
that as the resu lt o f his effo rts in 
co n n ectio n with the g en eral mo v e­ 
men t abo u t thirty p erso n s hav in g a c ­ 
co u n ts o n his bo o ks had called an d 
made settlemen t either in fu ll o r p art. 
He traced the p ay men ts in p ractically 
ev ery case to the p u blicity o f Pay -u p 
Week: 
Others, he declared, had eith­ 
er called in p erso n o r had n o tified 
him by letter that they wo u ld be u n ­ 
able to settle their acco u n ts in fu ll at 
this time bu t wo u ld do so at an early 
date. 
This merchan t said that the cu s­ 
to mers who had called to settle their 
acco u n ts were as en thu siastic o v er 
the p lan as he is. 
lie said that they 
declared they co u ld hav e p aid the 
bills so o n er bu t when they read abo u t 
the p u rp o se o f Pay -u p Week they de­ 
cided that it wo u ld bo a g o o d time to 
“ squa re u p ’’ their acco u n ts as they 
realized that the credit ex ten ded to 
them was a p riv ileg e an d that the 
merchan t co u ld hav e u sed the mo n ey 
in p ay in g fo r o ther g o o ds which he 
has p u rchased.

The g o o ds fo r which they 
p aid cash hav e been p ermitted to g o 
the cu sto mer o n faith o f p ay men t an d 
when that faith is bro ken o r taken 
adv an tag e o f the dealer is freq u en tly 
serio u sly han dicap p ed in his bu si­ 
n ess affairs. 
The p u rp o se o f Pay -Up Week i> to 
en co u rag e 
cu sto mers 
hav in g 
o u t­ 
stan din g bills to p ay them. Freq u en t­ 
ly u n der the credit sy stem it is 
e a s ­ 
ier fo r so me cu sto mers to bu y larg e 
bills than they wo u ld if they were 
req u ired to p ay cash fo r the g o o ds. 
When p u rchases are made o n credit 
there is n o ex chan g e o f mo n ey at 
that time an d if the p ractice is co n ­ 
tin u ed fo r an y co n siderable len g th o f 
time witho u t settlemen t the acco u n ts 
will so o n be mu ch larg er than ev en 
the cu sto mer is aware u n less he is 
keep in g his o wn acco u n ts carefu lly .

Frankfort, Ind., Feb. 21.— Mrs. Alice 
Oliver, forty-eight years old, was shot 
and killed at the dinner table in her 
home here by her son Harry, twenty- 
nine years old, because she had repri­ 
manded the young man for laziness 
and drinking. 
After the shooting the 
son cut his throat with a razor and is 
in a precarious condition at the I?.ank- 
fort hospital. 
Oliver's father and two sisters were 
in the house at the time of the tra- 
gey and saw Harry Oliver, after slash­ 
ing 
his 
throat, 
stagger 
into 
the 
kitchen and seat himself at a table, 
where, with blood streaming from the 
gash in his throat, he wrote a note as 
follows: 
“ Goodby to all. This has been com­ 
ing for eight years. 
Mother can not 
live and stand it all.” 
Neighbors, attracted by the cries of 
the two sisters, called the police and 
a physician. 
The latter pronounced 
Mrs. Oliver dead and arranged for the 
son’s removal to the hospital, where 
it was said that the razor had pene­ 
trated the windpipe. His jugular vein, 
however, was not touched and it is be­ 
lieved he has a chance to recover. In 
the event of his recovery, he will be 
charged 
with 
the 
murder 
of 
his 
ir. other. 
George Oliver, father of the young 
man, says he does not think his son is 
insane. 
The father, with other mem­ 
bers of the family, is employed in 
the Clover Leaf shops here. 
Mrs. Oliver’s greatest sorrow was 
H arry’s intemperance and his dislike 
for work. She scolded him frequently, 
it is said, and he always grew sullen 
when the subject was mentioned. 
George Oliver, the father, said he 
did not understand what Harry meant 
by his statement in the note that 
“ this 
has 
been 
coming 
for 
eight 
years.” 
Friends of the slayer think that he 
is insane, but this theory is not ac­ 
cepted by the father, who blames his 
son's violent temper for the tragedy. 
Coroner Wise and members of the 
police department are of the opinion 
that young Oliver’s unreasonable rage 
was responsible. 
He has an unenvi­ 
able record as a police character, due 
to fighting and intoxication, the po­ 
lice declare.

lying mostly on the income tax for 
necessary revenues, and a majority 
also, are disposed to levy a tax in 
some form upon war munitions. There 
is also sentiment in the committee 
favoring an inheritance tax. 
It is evident there will be strong 
opposition to any plan which contem­ 
plates merely a boosting of the sur­ 
tax rates as applied to incomes over 
$10,000 a year. 
The poll shows that 
many members of the ways and means 
committee favoring reducing the ex­ 
emptions as well as raising the sur­ 
taxes. 
The New York delegation is 
insisting upon lowering the present 
exemptions.

Lincoln, benighted spy, is resting in 
solitary confinement in the Raymond 
street jail, Brooklyn, thinking over 
the snappy things he had written, 
twitting the federal authorities about 
his own elusiveness previous to his 
capture. 
He was held absolutely incommuni­ 
cado. 
Orders were given by First 
Deputy Marshal Parry and by J. A. 
Baker, acting head of the local office 
of the special investigators of the de­ 
partment of justice, not to permit him 
to receive or send out any message or 
to hold converse with anybody. 
Federal agents under Mr. Baker 
were continuing their inquiry along 
lines that may bring further arrests 
in connection with Lincoln’s escape 
and harboring in various places. 
The line of inquiry is directed in 
four different ways. 
First, into the 
details of escape; secondly, the per­ 
sons who gave him lodging or helped 
him 
during 
his 
freedom; 
thirdly, 
whether he had any direct communica­ 
tion with the newspaper that received 
letters from him and whether he re­ 
ceived money from the editors; fourth­ 
ly, whether any money from the pub­ 
lishers got into his hands after his 
escape through various mediums. 
Lincoln has announced that he is 
ready to tell. 
He has refused, how­ 
ever. to give the name of the chauf­ 
feur, who, driving a seven seated tour­ 
ing car, stopped in front of the Hof- 
brau Haus, at Broadway and Thirtieth 
street, and was handing Lincoln sev­ 
eral baggage checks when the latter 
felt a revolver boring into his ribs.

killed, and one man, a marine, injured. 
Many bombs were dropped. 
The 
damage, as officially reported, was | 
confined chiefly to private property. | 
A feature of the official account is the 
frank admission that British air craft, 
one naval plane and two aeroplanes, 
which ascended to attack the raiders 
failed to reach them. 
It appears the 
German planes are capable of ascend­ 
ing to an extraordinary height. 
The 
war office states that two biplanes, 
after circling over the town of IiOwe- 
stoft, in Kent, “ rose to a great height 
and seemingly vanished.” 
Fifteen 
minutes 
they 
reappeared 
over the town and then flew to the 
east. 
At Lowestoft, it develops, only three 
bombs hit buildings. 
Others fell on 
waste ground, into gardens, on the 
beach and into the sea. none of them 
doing any damage of military import­ 
ance. 
Nobody seems to have seen the ma­ 
chines approach, though the sky w’as 
clear. The streets were thronged with 
people enjoying the sunshine or go­ 
ing to their churches.

seek shelter was ignored by most. 
One bomb missed a little Methodist 
chapel, hitting a house a few yards 
away.

chapel, some sticking in the wood­ 
work. 
One pierced the pulpit Bible, 
missing the pastor. Smaller fragments 
were showered on the people’s heads. 
The only casualty consisted in a man’s 
finger being cut. 
Some old people in 
the chapel collapsed as the result of 
fright. The service was not resumed. 
The Germans made another attempt 
to cross the Yser canal in the vicin­ 
ity of Steenstraete, north of Yser. 
The attempt was preceded by a vio­ 
lent artillery bombardment.

sault resulted in the Germans setting 
foot in some 350 meters (395 yards), 
according to the German official state­ 
ment,

MAY BE STARTED. 


A Citizen M a y Initiate the Idea and a 
Perm anent Organization Follow. 


Often a sing le public spirited citizen 
with very little ex penditure of effort 
can initia te a city pla nning movement, 
sa ys Frank Koester. 
At an informal 
dinner the subject may be broug ht up 
a nd the first steps ta ken—tha t is, to 
interest a few men of prom inence in 
the Idea. 
A com m ittee may then be 
judiciously selected of those who are 
w illing to lend tin*, weig ht of their 
na m es to the undertaking . 
A perm anent org a niza tion of som e 
size is then formed, which may be 
known a s the Civic Im provement or 
City Claiming a ssocia tion. 
It should 
be representa tive of the m ost promi­ 
nent mem bers of the different profes­ 
sions and should include in its mem ­ 
bership lea ding business men, bankers, 
la w yers, editors, clerg ym en, a rchitects, 
eng ineers, painters, sculptors, educa ­ 
tors, representa tives of various public 
w elfa re societies, the mayor of the 
city, eom m issioneis of public works 
a nd per Imps also lea ding representa ­ 
tives of outlying com m unities. 
The 
new spa pers will, of course, ha ve been 
interested in the m ovem ent from the 
outset. 
The first step is to raise a fund for 
purposes of securing plans and m eet­ 
ing the ex pense of the m ovem ent, and 
this may be accom plished either by an 
appropriation made by the municipal 
a uthorities, by donation from a phila n­ 
thropist or by a g enera l public sub­ 
scription. 
It Is a dvisa ble to ha ve as 
g rea t a g eneral Interest as possible 
created In the subject, as it w ill thus 
receive a deg ree of support 
which 
w ould not be accorded it were its a c­ 
tivities confined to a lim ited number. 
One of the best m ea ns of arousing 
public interest in city planning is the 
g iving of public lectures on the sub­ 
ject by ex perts. Such a lecturer should 
a lw a y s be obta ined wha tever the plan 
follow ed, and the lecture should be a c­ 
com pa nied by illustra tions of wha t has 
been done and is contem pla ted in other 
cities. 
W hen the work of the ex pert 1ms 
been com pleted a 
public 
ex hibition 
should be held of the dra wing s and 
pla ns, and they should be subjected to 
the criticism of the public a t la rg e and 
discussed in public m eeting s and in 
the press.

BUNGALOW FIRE HOUSE 
TYPE IS GROWING IN FAVOR. 


Stations of T h is K in d Are Popular In 
the West. 


A new fire sta tion of the bung alow 
type lias been erected a t Byberry, Pn.. 
on the outskirts of Philadelphia. This 
type ha s found much fa vor in western 
cities. 
It is believed that by ha ving the men 
a t all tim es upon the sa m e floor with 
the appa ra tus the tim e required in re 
spending to a call will be reduced eon 
siderably. 
The sing le tioor will do 
a w a y w ith the sliding pole and the 
sta irw a y by which firemen ha ve been 
injured in the hurry a fter an alarm. 
This time reducing , coupled w ith the 
fact tha t the a ppa ra tus is motorized, 
is ex pected to lessen the fire loss in 
a ny com m unity where the fire sta tion 
must cover a la rg e territory. 
The sta tion a t Byberry is in the conn 
try, and an ex cellent view is afforded 
from each window. 
The south side of 
the building holds a dormitory with 
tw elve beds. 
The north side ha s the 
ca pta in's office and qua rters, a drying 
room for clothing and a larg e loung ing 
room for the firemen. 
This room has 
a g a s cooking rang e, on which m ea ls 
may be prepared by men unable to g o 
to their homes. 
The main portion of 
the building , the center, is paved with 
wooden blocks. 
The sig na l boards and 
telephones are in a ra ised a lcove in the 
main room. 
Two electrica lly lig hte 1 
pits fa cilita te working under the mo 
tor apparatus. 


BEAUTIFUL HIGHWAYS. 


Planting Shade Trees In M u n ic ip alise 
and H igh w a y s Advocated. 
Recent com m ents urg ing the removal 
of the ug ly roadside sig nboard and the 
pla nting of sha de trees on the road, 
sa ys the Country G entlem a n, bring the 
follow ing sug g estion from a California 
reader: 
"1 believe the tim e is ripe for a vig 
orous ca m pa ig n fa voring the bea utify­ 
ing of our hig hwa ys. 
Ca lifornia is 
rapidly spending a recent a ppropria­ 
tion of $18 .000,000 on perm a nent sta te 
roads, and Riverside county ha s a la rg e 
force supplem enting these sta te roads 
with county roads from a recent appro­ 
priation. 
The beautification of these 
roads should follow. 
One per cent of 
the cost of many of the roadbeds 
would pla nt their borders to suita ble 
trees.” 
No one questions the desira bility of 
road im provem ent or the va lue it adds 
to loca l property. 
Only a dem onstra ­ 
tion in som e fa vored loca lity like Ca li­ 
fornia is required to g ive the m ove­ 
ment im petus. 
We may ta ke a lesson 
from city ex perience, and our corre 
spondent tells the story for Riverside: 
‘‘T w elve yea rs ag o system a tic bea u­ 
tification of our city w a s undertaken. 
The m a tter w a s too new for our city 
g overnm ent to ta ke up a t once. 
It wa s 
put up to the people. 
The cha m ber of 
commerce raised a liberal sum. and 
pla nting 
wa s 
com menced 
at 
once. 
W ithin a yea r the city a uthorities took 
over the work, appointed a tree warden 
—the first in the w est—and appropriat­ 
ed funds. 
Within five yea rs 15.000 
trees were planted. 
W ithin five yea rs 
nine southern California cities adopted 
municipal control of their trees. 
Real 
esta te m en pla ce the com m ercia l va lue 
to our owu little city a t over $1,000,- 
000 
. ” 
Roa dside treb pla nting is a form ida ­ 
ble proposition, but it is possible if 
planned for a period of tea to tw enty 
years. 


C ity to Plant Trees. 
Park 
Com m issioner 
Ing ersoll 
of 
Brooklyn announced recently tha t he 1 
had made a rra ng em ents to pla nt 000 
trees in Bedford a venue in the three i 
m ile stretch betwTeen Ea stern park-1 
way and Ta ylor street 
Frederic B. j 
Pra tt ha s made a very g enerous con- ! 
tribution to a fund for buying trees, 
and this, Com m issioner Ing ersoll said, 
made it possible to sta rt this big pla nt­ 
ing ex perim ent in Bedford a venue. 
“ W hen I beca m e park com m issioner 
of Brooklyn I discovered tha t the bor­ 
oug h w a s losing trees a t the ra te of 
about 1,500 a yea r and only a bout 
1,000 a yea r were being planted. 
I 
sta rted a m ovem ent for volunta ry a s­ 
sociations, In the work of tree pla nt­ 


ing , and it has been very successful. 
“ It seem s stra ng e tha t in these da ys 
of a utom obile tra vel 
the dea th 
of 
m a ny trees Is due to horse bites. 
We 
found tha t 50 per cent of the trees 
tha t died had their bark g na w ed by 
horses. 
It is a g a inst the la w to tether 
a horse to a tree. 
We ha ve solicited 
the co-operation of the police and ha ve 
called on property ow ners to put wire 
g uards around trees. 
Some 5 per cent 
of the trees die of g a s poisoning .” 
As a means of cooling the pa ths and 
■oothing the thoug hts of citizens of 
New York city in the more or less g ood 
old summer tim e the Merchants* a sso­ 
ciation is a sking park com m issioners 
in all boroug hs to plant trees a long 
streets. 
T hese trees recently were of­ 
fered by the sta te conserva tion com ­ 
mission a t a very modera te rate, and the 
a ssocia tion sug g ests pla nting them in 
parks until they are big enoug h to be 
i set out a long thoroug hfa res. 
Tin* pla nting of trees both for the 
sa ke of bea uty and utility is being 
adopted by many m unicipa lities.

A trunk, a bookcase and a 
few articles of furniture almost fill the 
room. 
Ag ainst the wall are a couch 
fashioned of roug h pine boards and the 
blankets which g o with it to make a 
bed. 
The little woman’s hair is streaked 
with g ray . She wears a simple poncho 
of heavy g ray material and sandals. 
She must be forty or more, but her 
freshly colored face is y oung . 
And this is the woman who turned 
down $10,000 left by a recluse uncle 
because it was “tainted.” She has ab­ 
solutely and finally refused to touch 
the money , preferring to live according 
to her principles and within tin* limi­ 
tations of a $300 a y ear income. 
The “second floor front" at No. -4 
Bank street, where Miss Kitching lives, 
is far from palatial. But Miss Hitch­ 
ing forg ot her surrounding s while she 
told about her life work and why site 
had to spurn the money which would 
keep her in comfort. 


Unc le Die d La s t Nov e mbe r. 
The money was left to her by Fran­ 
cis F. Ripley . an uncle, who died Nov. 
II at No. SO State street. Brookly n. It 
was not left by will, but by 
a ssig n ­ 
ments. The rest of the recluse’s $200,- 
OOO fortune was left to friends and 
Brookly n institutions. 
“There is nothing unusual about 
what I have done.” said Miss Kitching . 
“1 could not take the money and pre­ 
serve my self respect. So I have plac­ 
ed the whole estate in the hands of a 
trust company . 
“It is a long story . My uncle was a 
coward and a miser, lie lived by him­ 
self, and never in his life did he ever 


ing down every one with whom tie 
came in contact. 


Te lls of H e r Life Work . 
“As for me. all my life has been de­ 
voted to one work, the education of the 
working classes. 
I was a pupil of 
Thomas Davidson, the g reat educator, 
j I worked wit 1» him for eig ht y ears. 
| Since I was three y ears old I have 
| traveled over every continent of the 
j g lobe. 
I just returned from Europe a 
few months ag o 
“Could 1 reconcile my principles to 
accepting this money under such dis­ 
g raceful conditions? 
1 don’t see how. 
If the money had been willed to me I 
would have used it to make reparation 
i for some of the wrong which my uncle 


j did 
1 should have had it all for this 
purpose. 
“lie was too cowardly to do that. 
He had no love for me or any one else. 
1 am writing a book, and $300 a y ear 
isn’t much. l*ur I much prefer that to 
his money . 
“My teacher. Thomas Davidson, in 
one of lils hooks said. ‘Do not pursue 
wealth, position or popularity / 
1 am 
following out that dictum in my life. 
I hope some day to start a real uni­ 
versity where working people can be 
educated. The present colleg es are not 
democratic; they are aristocratic in ev­ 
ery sense. 
“That is my only thoug ht. 
I have 
forg otten about the money . 
I don’t 
care what becomes ofc|£ r 
And Miss Kitching went back to her, 
writing in her box like room.

The resig nation of Secretary of War 
Garrison from President Wilson’s cab 
iuet marks the second chang e in the 
ranks of the president’s official advi­ 
sors since the outbreak of the Euro­ 
pean war. The other was Secretary of 
State Bry an, who would not sig n what 
has been termed a warlike note sent 
to Germany in reg ard to the sinking of 
the Lusitania. 
There has been one other chang e in 
the cabinet since Mr. Wilsou assumed 
office three y ears ag o. 
That was the 
resig nation of Attorney General Me- 
MUST BE JUST LIKE THIS Rey nolds, who quit in order to accept 
an appointment to the United States 
supreme court bench, lie was succeed­ 
ed by Attorney General Greg ory . 
Secretary Garrison resig ned because 
he and the president didn’t ag ree on 
the proper methods of enlarg ing and 
improving the United States army . 
President Wilson wanted to leave the 
matter larg ely in the hands of con­ 
g ress. Secretary Garrison insisted on 
the fill til linen t of his prog ram. 


The Ga rris on Pla n. 
Secretary Garrison’s plan provided 
for the raising of a citizen army of 
400,000 men to supplement the reg ular 
army . It was to be recruited in incre­ 
ments of 133,000 men a y ear. 
Its re­ 
cruits were to be oblig ated to devote 
a specified time for training for a pe­ 
riod of three y ears and then to be on 
furloug h without oblig ation ex cepting 
to return to the colors in the event of 
war or threatened war. 
Mr. Garrison proposed to recruit the 
Continental army territorially , accord 
ing to population, and to have it sub­ 
jected to two months’ intensive train 
ing each y ear for three y ears. Officers 
were to be obtained larg ely from the

Chairman Hay ’s plan ; laces the 
main reliauce for a reserve on the na­ 
tional g uard or org anized militia of 
the several states. 
Under the Ilay 
plan y oung men would be encourag ed 
to be in the militia by a sy stem of lib­ 
eral pay from the federal treasury . 
Liberal corn pen sat ion likewise is pro­ 
vided for militia officers. 
Under this sy stem Mr. Hay believes 
the g uard would become so popular 
that it could be recruited from Its pres- J 
ent personnel of a few more than 120.- j 
000 to a number sufficient to meet the j 
situation which Mr. Garrison would 
care for with his Continental army of 
400,000. Provision would be made for 
the draft of the militia Into the federal 
army in the event of war or its immi­ 
nence. 
Mr. Garrison before his appointment, 
as secretary of war was not much 
known outside his own state of New 
Jersey , where he had been on the bench 
as vice chancellor since 1904. 


Ga rris on a Born Fighte r. 
Mr. Garrison comes of a race noted 
for the trait of adherence to their own 
convictions. 
His paternal g randfather 
was a famous country doctor, a sort 
of dictator In his own sphere; his ma­ 
ternal g rand fa tlier was a Presby terian 
elder and his father an Episcopal rec­ 
tor. He has abundantly shown as sec­ 
retary of war that he believed In stick­ 
ing to his convictions. 
Consequently 
his resig nation was no surprise to his 
friends 
Mr. Garrison was born in Camden, 
N. .J.. Nov. 28, 1804. 
He spent one 
y ear at Harvard, but at eig hteen enter­ 
ed a Philadelphia law office. 
He was 
admitted to the bar In Pennsy lvania 
in 1880 and in New Jersey in 1888, 
when he beg an practicing law in Cam 
den. 
Ten y ears later lie moved to Jersey 
City , and in 1904 he was appointed 
vice chancellor by the then Chancellor 
Mag ie. 
Chancellor Pitney , now Su­ 
preme Court Justice Pitney , reappoint­ 
ed him in 1911, and he remained on the 
bench until President Wilson chose 
him as secretary of wuir. 
As secretary of war Mr. Garrison 
Is credited with having introduced 
many innovations and reforms, partic­ 
ularly in line with the idea of obtain 
ing more prompt mobilization of the 
country ’s resources in time of war 
He also announced that he believed in 
developing the individual authority and 
Initiative, combined with g reater re 
sponsibility , of commanding officers of 
all ranks rather than too g reat de­ 
pendence upon orders from Washing 
ton. 
In March. 1915, there were rumors 
that Mr. Garrishu would resig n to ac 
cepr the post of chief justice of the 
New Jersey supreme court and also 
that he planned to run either for 
g ov 
ernor of New Jersey or senator from 
that state. 
He was also mentioned 
for the supreme court Justiceship left 
vacant by the death of Justice Lamar.

Count von BernstorfF on the basis of 
what has already taken place, as a re­ 
sult of the latest submarine develop­ 
ments. 
There is no doubt that some admin­ 
istration officials attribute to Count 
von Bernstorff responsibility for the 
imnression that b >s g ained g round 
that lh° l ’n*tcd Sta'es had definitely 
committed its af on the question of 
armed merchantmen. 
This h s been 
held afrpi’ sf ‘be German ambassador 
for some time. 
Many bel'ovp 
* he administration 
had two pur’-'sea in passing out the 
Bernstorff sug g est’ons, one to bring 
about a tig htening of all sources of 
information in reg ard to the sub­ 
marine issue and the other to em­ 
phasize before the public the state 
department's contention that it never 
had flatly committed itself on the 
question of disarming merchantmen. 
Following the publication of reports 
that Couni von Bernstorff had g ot. into 
the bad g races of the American g ov­ 
ernment, it. was officially denied tlint 
Secretary Lansing contemplated call­ 
ing the ambassador to the state de­ 
partment for an ex planation. 
It was 
insisted there had been no chang e in 
the relations, official or personal, be­ 
tween Secretary Lansing and the am­ 
bassador. 
Germany ’s reply to the new demand 
of the United States is not ex pected 
for several day s. 
As the German de­ 
claration of intention to sink all armed 
enemy merchantmen g oes into effect 
on March 1, it is thoug ht probable, 
however, that a reply will be received 
before that date. 
The American g ov* 


ernment also is looking for some word 
from Austria before that time. 
Meantime the United States also is 
waiting formal response from the en­ 
tente powers to the disarmament pro­ 
posals of Secretary Lansing , althoug h 
the 
diplomatic 
representatives 
of 
these powers already have indicated 
that their g overnments will reject the 
sug g estions. 
In that event, Mr. Lansing ex plains, 
the g overnment will stand by the prin­ 
ciple of international law permitting 
defensive armaments. 
Surprise in official circles over the 
delay of the entente powers in send­ 
ing their formal replies was ex plained 
partially when it was learned that the 
French and Italian ambassadors, not 
believing that there was any particu 
lar cause for haste, did not cable the 
proposals to their g overnment, but 
sent them bv mail. 
Because of its indirect bearing on 
the pending controversy with Ger­ 
many , officials are watching with in­ 
terest tb-' ’"fo -t developments in con 
nection wi h thr ca se of the British 
steamship Appam. which wasoantured 
on the hir,h 
s o p s by t h e German raider 
Moewe, and was sent into Hampton 
Roads with a Gorman crew in charg e.

It has been annou nced by the New­ 
port News Drydock and Steamship 
Bu ilding company that the new su 
perdreadnau ght Pennsylvania, which 
is to be the flagship of the Atlantic 
fleet and which is 4,000 tons larger than 
the largest ship of the dreadnau ght 
type ever bu ilt for the United States, 
will leave Newport News for her bu ild­ 
ers’ trials at once. 
The Pennsylvania 
is now abou t 97 per cent completed 
and if necessary can be made ready 
for active service within a few week s. 
Powerfu l as are the new su perdread- 
nau ghts Ok lahoma and Nevada, the 
fu tu re flagship of Admiral Fletcher is 
su perior to those vessels not only in 
size, bu t In armament, for she carries 
a main battery of twelve fou rteen-inch 
gu ns as against ten of the same caliber 
in the main batteries of the Ok lahoma 
and the Nevada. 
Those ships are of 
27,500 tons displacement, whereas the 
Pennsylvania displaces 31,400 tons. 


Tw enty-one K nots an Hour. 
The Pennsylvania’s contract calls for 
a speed of 21 k nots, bu t it is the hope 
and expectation of her bu ilders that 
she will exceed that speed by at least 
a k not. 
The Ok lahoma, which u nder 
her contract was requ ired to mak e 
20.5 k nots, exceeded 22 k nots in her 
recent trials off the Maine coast. 
A little more than 200 yards from 
the spot where the Pennsylvania is 
receiving the finishing tou ches is the 
Elder-Dempster liner Appam, captu red 
by a German raider and brou ght to 
Newport News as a prize of war by a 
German crew from the raider. 
When 
the Germans got into Newport News 
the first vessel that they saw was the 
magnificent new battleship. 
Lieu ten­ 
ant Berg, the prize commander, and 
his men did not hesitate to express 
their admiration for the mighty fight­ 
er. which American naval officers de­ 
clare is to be the equ al in battle effi 
clency of any vessel of the all big gu n 
type afloat 
An idea of the power of the Pennsyl­ 
vania may be had by a comparison of 
her broadsides with those of other 
first line battleships of the dreadnau ght 
type now in the Atlantic fleet or soon 
to be added to it. 
The present fleet 
flagship, the Wyoming, fires from her 
main battery of twelve twelve-inch 
gu ns a broadside of projectiles that 
weigh abou t 10,100 pou nds. 
The New 
York , the flagship of the First division 
of the fleet, lik e the Ok lahoma, fires 
from ten fou rteen-inch gu ns a broad­ 
side weighing 15,000, whereas a broad­ 
side from the twelve fou rteen-inch 
gu ns of the Pennsylvania will weigh 
18,000 pou nds. Ju st nine tons. 


Looka Like the Oklahom a. 
In appearance the Pennsylvania is 
mu ch lik e the ships of the Ok lahoma 
class. Lik e them, she lias a single fu n 
nel and has her main battery gu ns 
mou nted in fou r tu rrets. 
In the Ok la 
homa the gu ns are mou nted three in 
two tu rrets and two In the remaining 
two tu rrets. 
There are three gu ns in 
each of the Pennsylvania’s tu rrets, 
which are placed two forward and two 
a f t 
The Wyoming is 554 feet long, the 
Ok lahoma Is 575 feet, and the Pennsyl 
vania is 000. 
The Wyoming has two 
twenty-one-inch 
su bmerged 
torpedo 
tu bes, whereas the Pennsylvania, lik e 
the vessels of the Ok lahoma tyi>e, has 
fou r twenty-one-inch torpedo tu bes. 
Tbe Arizona, bu ilding at the New 
York navy yard, is a sister ship of the 
Pennsylvania, bu t will not be ready 
for her trial trips u ntil several months 
after the Pennsylvania is ready to be 
tu rned over to the governm ent 
It is 
expected that the Pennsylvania, Ok la­ 
homa and Nevada will all be added to 
the fleet at abou t the same time. This 
will necessitate an almost complete re­ 
alignment of the first line vessels. 
The Ok lahoma and the Nevada, New 
York , Texas and present fleet flagship 
Wyoming are expected to compose the 
first division, the second division being 
made u p of the Ark ansas, Utah. Flori­ 
da, 
Delaware 
and 
North 
Dak ota, 
which will give the Atlantic fleet, for 
the first time In its history, two com­ 
plete divisions of dreadnau ghts.
